PMaoxꝛeouer Anno 1 5 54. the firſte dale 
of Febzuarie, in the Citie of Catalane in 
Fraunce, there appeared a marueilaus 
ſight aboute the Poone,like vnto a greate 
fire, arilyng fromche Caſte part,anddecli- 
nyng towardes the Tleſte: and the Boone 
it ſelf appeared like to a ſtrebꝛand in ſight; 
And mazeouer this fire in thaire, did burne 
with a greate nopſe , and often tymes did 
caſte fozthe flames, and ſparkes offire : Fa 
the like ſoꝛte as ahotte burnyng Iron „ is 
wont to dooe, beepng beaten vpon a Omi: 
thes handuile. 
Andthe 26. date ok: Paie fo.13wzng it 
rained bloud alſo, not farce from the toune 
of Dunckelſpuell in Germanie, Alſo there 
were ſeene three faire Rainebowes, and ſo

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die Croſſes. And the 17, daie of June kol⸗ 
lowpng, abonte fine miles diſtaunce front 

nberge,in Germanie:there was ſene 
ia the Bonne a bloudie rodde , and many 
companies of hoꝛſemen iuſflpng t together 

in the aire ; whiche ſovi contintte, fo2 the 


ſpace oftwoo howers , in ſo muche that it 
tauſed men greatly to feare, that Doomes 
daie was at hand: After the whiche ſtrange 
light, Frederick the duke of Saxonie, died 
the ſame pere. And alter that, anotable 
toune in Germanie, was waſted with fire; 
Allo in the pereofthe loꝛde 555. were 
ſene in the Citie of Duringia, thꝛee Son- 
nes the tenth daie of Febꝛuarie. And moze⸗ 
nuer atLunfberge was ſeene in the aire, a 

greate companie ol Souldiers, at the right 

hande of whom there ſtoode an Aungell, 
| holdyng a fierie ſwoꝛde in his hande, and a 
child was there ſeen ſodainly,, e mongt the 
people, which did earneſtly exhoꝛt the peo: 
ple generally, vnto hartie repentaunce:Af- 
firmyng Goddes Judgementes to bee at 
hande . And when he had thus erhozted 


the people. he vaniſhed ſodainly out oftheir

Allo in an other place, aſterie Globe 
was ſene : and it rained bloud Fin ſo muche 
that lumpes ol bloud, like to the bignelle of 
a mames hande, did dzoppe from heauen, 
in the light of many: and in eche vzoppe 
were ſene certaiue figures, like to mennes 
hren.

terwardes, the Sonne appeared all blou⸗ 
die: after the whiche the Frenche Ryng 
fought a greate battaill with hilip Ryng 
of Spaine. Andafter that ſince Quinta 
nes was taken, xc. 

Alſo Anno 1558. there appearedaves 
rie fearfull Comet, mhiche continued bur 
nyng many werkes. Afterthe appearance 
of whiche Comete, was ſerue a ſtraunge 
ſight, and no leſſe fearfull tobehold. Fo2 the 
21. of Auguſt the daie beeyng cleare, and 
the weather calme, (twoohowers befoze 
 Noone)the Sonne beyng then verie clear 
alſo, was encloſed, about with a greate cir⸗ 
cle, whiche was of many colours, like vnto 
a Rainbowe, and continued ſo in ſight fox 
fower howers and a halfe , to the greate 
feare and amaſement of all ſuche, as beheld 
theſame.Aud ſuche a fearful ſight( as Plus 
tarche repoꝛteth) was ſenebelozeche death 
ofCzfar.: 

Paozeouer Anno I 562 .Heaten was 
ſene to burne in many places of Germanie 
and a celeſtiall fireb2ande , ſhbned by night 
in the aire, and ſtretched from the Noꝛthe 


vnto the Southe, Allo, a greate bande of 
ſoldiers,

ſouldiets, wert ſeen in the atre,whiche ſee- 
| med to ſhed muche bloud doune. And in the 
moneth ok Apzillfollowing,the Sonne ap⸗ 
peared maruelous bloudie, as well at the 
riſyng, as at the ſettyng, any continued lo 
fox chꝛee dates together. 
Alſo Anno 1564. and in the urch yere 

of the raigne of our gracious Queene Eli- 
zabeth,rhe 7. of October at night, all the 
Nozthe partes of the Element ſeemed to 
be couered with flames of fire, pꝛoteadyn 
from the 32o2the Eaſte, and Mozth el 
towardes the middeſt ofthe firmamente, 
where it ſtaied alter wardes for the ſpace of 
an hower, and ſo deſcended Weſt, - | 
Alſo Anno 1 572. and the 1 5. vere of 
the raigne ol che Qucenes moſte excellent 
Mail ꝛſtie, the 1 8.daie of Nouemiber in the 
momyng, à Starre was ſene Nozthward, 
verie baicht and cleare in the conftellation 
dl Caſſiopeia, and it ſemed ſo ſtraunge : as 
from the beginnpng of the woꝛlde, the like 
was neuer ſene:fo2 in the iudgement ofthe

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reſolued of that Starre ſufficiently, 


the Noxth,veclinyng towardes 


lowyng, theheauens from all partes dw 
n and the flames did meete 
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did then appeare vnto our ſighte, was na 
Comete . but mere ſupernatur all, — 
appoſite to the Starre, whiche appeared at 
the Natiuitie of our Sauiour —— 
placed in the verie interſection of Zquinos 
Kium Terreſtre, and'therefoze maie woz- 
thely be tearmed o2 named a ſigne, vnto the 
whole pearth. As moze at large appea- 
rethin a Booke , whiche was waitten by
